^hittcc to purchase the proposed ma- 
chine at a cost of about $40,000, Mayor 
Vesey serving notice then that he 
would veto It. 


Mayor Vesey's velo reasons given to 


the aldermen Friday were as follows: 


"First, ' The purchase of this ma- 


chinery -would wipe out a surplus of 
$20,000 and create in its place a def- 
icit of approximately $14,000. 


"Second, That said machiery would 


at the price proposed to be sold to the 
city at the present time, be out of 
line with prices in general at the 
present time, and. in my, opinion, this 
machinery could within six months 
or one year, be purchased at a saving 
of $8,000 or $10,000 to 
the 
City of 


Hope. 


"Third, That the purchase of said 


machinery will make it impossible or 
dangerous to lower the present rates 
of electrical current, and the rajcs for 
clco^flffthould at this time be low- 
ered.*;

E. Wilkerson, head of the Wilkerson 
Oil company'which wil Ishortly open 
a new "tank car to your tank" service 
station at Third and Elm streets, oc- 
curred at a special meeting, of Hope 
city council Thursday night at the 
city hall. 


The first round ended, in a draw, 


with the council taking no action. 


The established oil men, represented 


by E. F. McFaddin, attorney, were 
protesting against the Wilkerson com- 
pany being allowed to unload gaso- 
line in tank cars in the business dis- 
trict. They contended that the handl- 
ing of tank cars of gasoline 
was 


against the public safety, downtown. 


It .was claimed that the established 


oil companies had been compelled to 
place their bulk stations at the out- 
side edge of the city. Mr. McFaddin 
read the council numerous pamphlets 
from other cities showing how gasoline 
unloading is regulated by Order of the 
city government. '

In Shrevcport it was Shown that 


the unloading of tank cars is permit- 
ted in certain business districts, but 
i; prohibited 'in the residential areas. 
Similar "regulations are in force in 
Texarkana and other'cities, pamphlets 
presented by Mr. McFaddin: showed. 


Ordinance Is Asked

The established oil men were asking 


an: ordinance"pr6hib- 


unloading of .tank qars in 


the center of Hope. This 
ordinance 


was put on .first heading last Tues- 
day night, and wass given its, second 
reading Thursday night; but a mo- 
tion to suspend 'the rules and place it 
on "the third reading, which 
would 


have allowed' it to be put to a vote-, 
was defeated. 


Final action, therefore, went over 


to a later meeting. 


Mr. Wilkerson, accompanied by 'John 


Barlow.i owner of the property which 
the Wilkerson Oil company had leas- 
ed, was represented before the coun- 
cil by O. A. Graves, attorney. Mr. 
Graves tdld the council the courts 
gave the city the»right to regulate 
the manner of conducting a business 
so long as (ho business was not en- 
tirely prohibited. ' 


The attorney denied' that the estab- 


lished oil men were interested in the 
public safety, and he denied that the 
public safety was an issue in the con- 
troversy before the council. 


Purely Business Issue 


The issue he . said, was purely a 


business one. Mr, Wilkerson, the at- 
torney said, was proposing to introduce 
a new method of merchandising, un- 
loading railroad cars direct to the re- 
tail station, eliminating the distrib- 
utor-truck and middle-man, and cut- 
ling the price of gasoline is Hope.' 


The established oil men, Mr. Graves 


said, represented major oil companies 
on a commission basis. The major 
companies, and not the local agents, 
are the ones affected, he declared, 
pointing out that if Mr. Wilkerson re- 
duced the price of gasoline, the major 
companies would probably meet'him, 


Farm Wages Stay Higher 


Than Prices of Produce 


URBANA, 111.—W)—Although farm 


wages are the lowest they have been 
in Illinois since 1911, hired labor costs 
are still relatively higher than prices 
ol most farm products, says R. C. 
Ross, University of Illinois agricul- 
tural economics specialist. 


As a consequence, he says, farm- 


ers are hiring as little labor as pos- 
sible and adjusting the cash expenses 
through this means. 


The demand for farm labor in Illi- 


nois on April 1 was only two-third's 
uorroaj, Ross says.

Three Hempstead co'unty farmers 


were listed among the 27 growers of 
certified sweet potato plants in the 
latest bulletin issued by the State 
Plant Board on May 2. 


Those named were Brown Plant 


Farm, McCaskill; W. B. Galloway, 
Blevins, Route 1, and1 W. P. Davis of 
Emmet, Route 1. 


These three were listed in the bul- 


letin as growers of class B plants, 
which are grown from Class B.seed 
potatoes, that is, seed potatoes which 
on inspection wore found to contain 
less than 1-10 of 1 per cent of stem 
rot, and less than 1 per cent of black 
rot. 


The germs of sweet potato diseases 


can live in the soil for many years, 
even in the absence of sweet potatoes, 
Therefore, certified slips should not be 
set in fields which have grown sweet 
potatoes for several years previously, 
nor In fields which receive drainage 
Irqm old sweet potato fields, sweet 
potato nouses, sweet potato "beds,''or 
barn lots.

250,000 acres of Illinois land have prov- 
ed that common legumes—such as red 
clover, sweet clover and alfalfa—have 
different soil requirements and that 
all soils can't grow them equally suc- 
cessfully . 


Mapping this land for acidity and 


phosphorus, says C. M. Linsley, soils 
extension specialist at the University 
of Illinois, has "gone far toward cor- 
recting one of the most costly misun- 
derstandings about soils." 


The experiments showed that sweet 


clover needs "sweet" soil, tha talfalfa 
thrives best in soil with "medium to 
high" amounts of phosphorus, and that 
red clover can stand more acidity than 
either sweet clover o ralfalfa,

Experiment Station Says 


It Pays to Fertilize 


Potatoes 


History shows 
that a large sweet 


potato Crop regularly follows a low 
priced cotton crop. This indicates that 
Arkansas farmers will grow a large 
acreage of sweet potatoes in 1932. Al- 
though sweet potato prices are not 
very promising, it is a safe practice to 
increase the crop somewhat, as pota- 
joeg can be used for such variety of 


lirposes on the s farm. ,

, The Fruit and Truck Branch Ex- 
periment Station in Hempstead .coun- 
ty has been- ejjperimenting with the 
different phases of potato production 
for several years, and some of the re- 
sults are very practical and interest- 
Ing. 
1 Over a four year period, 1000 pounds 
of 'a 5-10-5 fertilizer has increased 
the yield of marketable potatoes from 
fifl bushels per acre to 159, a 99 bushel 
Increase. As a result of this experi- 
ment, it is believed that sweet potatoes 
can be . profitably fertilized depends 
on tho kind of soil and the relative 


price of potatoes and fertilizers. 
As 


a rule, fertilizer should be applied in 
the drill and bedded on v few days 
before setting the slips. 


Fourteen varieties have been test- 


ed over a five year period. Triumph 
Porto Rica, Nancy Hall, Maymeter 
Southern Queen and White Yam are 
the highest yiclders in the order nam- 
ed. Because of eating quality and 
market preference, Porto Rica and 
Nancy Hall are the best varieties for 
this section. 


Experience shows that it pays to set 


large! well matured, slips earlier in 
the season than is ordinarily done. 
Slips set in April have- approximately 
doubled the yield of those set in June. 
Planting closer than is customary has 
increased yields, and' has cut the 
amount of jumbo potatoes.
